1 . The proposed amendment to the claims, which cancels claims 1 and 11-14, in 
the reply dated 2 November 2010 will be entered. 

2. This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 2 November 
2010. 

Claims 3, 9, 10, 15-26, and 28-31 are pending. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Igarashi (US 6,558,819 B1) is moot because Applicants canceled 
the claims in the reply filed 2 November 2010. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Igarashi (US 6,558,819 B1) in view of Nakagawa et al. (US 
2004/0124766 Al) is moot because Applicants canceled the claims in the reply filed 2 
November 2010. 

5. The rejection of claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Igarashi (US 6,558,819 B1 in view of Lee (US 2002/0079835 A1) is 
moot because Applicants canceled the claims in the reply filed 2 November 2010.
